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I’NKMFLOYMENT COMPENSATION 


U nem ploym ent benefits are m eant to be paid only to those 
persons w ho w ant arid are able to work but are unem ployed, as 
the M issouri law puts it, “ throdgh no fault of their own.*' T he 
Missouri Jaw will m ore nearly carry o u t this basic purpose if 
certain abuses are corrected. 


A program to help elim inate these “ ab uses" has been worked 
out by the M issouri S tate C h am b er of C om m erce, in coopera­ 
tion w ith o th e r interested organisations. This program has an 
excellent chance of gaining acceptance in th e 1957 G eneral A s­ 
sem bly if il receives solid support of M issouri Business, which 
pays the full bill for unem ploym ent com pensation. It is designed, 
as you w ill see, to correct virtually all the ills in the present 
law w ith w hich business has com plaints. 


Program For Correcting A buses In The 
M issouri U nem ploym ent B en efit Law 


ABUSE: “L oafers" and others w ho h av e not dem onstrated in ­ 
terest in finding w ork can, u n d e r the present law, qualify for 
Missouri U nem ploym ent “ R ocking C h a ir" Benefits. State iavv 
now' requ ires employment, in only tw o calendar q uarters. This 
requirem ent can be satisfied by very little em ploym ent a t the 
end of one and the beginning of a n o th er q u arter. 


CORRECTIO N: Require an applicant to dem onstrate a G E N ­ 
U INE attac h m e n t to the labor force b y h av in g earned not less 
than S500 an d w orked not less th a n 20 w eeks in his unem ploy­ 
ment benefit base period before he is entitled to benefi’s. 


ABUSE: U n d e r present law, w h en an employee quits one job 
to tak e a higher paying one and later, throu gh a lay off on the 
higher paying job, qualifies for unem ploym ent benefits, the 
benefits m ay be rh a tg e d to the tax accounts of the em ployer 
he originally quit. 


COR R EC TIO N ; When an em ployee quits for a BETTER PA Y ­ 
ING JO B . the em ployer quit should not be charged with u n em ­ 
ployment benefits — rather, th e la«t em ployer who laid off 
the e m p l o y e e should be charged. 


ABUSE: B enefit applicants now' ra n m ee1 the requirem ent 
for “actively seeking w o rk ” by «»eking it “actively" at loca­ 
tions w here they know there is no w’ork or w here they know 
they will not be hired. 


CORRECTIO N: An applicant tor benefits should be required 
to “e arn estly " 
well as actively seek w ork. While the word 
“ earnestly” is subject to a rb itra ry definition, as is “actively," 
its use would strengthen th e c u rren t law. 


ABUSE: U n d e r certain circum stances, unem ploym ent bene­ 
fits now* are paid w h en an applicant leaves his work because of 
a no n-ocrupational disability or for o th e r reasons not a ttrib u t­ 
able to the em ployer. T he u nem ploym ent benefit program thus 
becomes som ething it was no* intended to be—health insurance 
— w hich is best handled in o th er ways. 


C O R R EC TIO N : U nem ploym ent benefits should not be paid 
when the appli< an* leaves his w ork because of non-oceupational 
d i s a b i l i t y or w hen he leaves his w ork w itho ut good cause at­ 
trib utable to the em ployer. 


ABUSE: If an em ployer hire* a person tem porarily laid off 
from a reg u lar job and the em plovee later is recalled to his reg ­ 
ular job. the tem p o rary em plo yer m ay later be charged w ith 
th at em ployee’s benefits. 


CORRECTIO N; Emplover* should be encouraged to G IVE 
JO B S TO W O R K E R S w hile th ey are T E M PO R A R ILY LAID 
O FF by charging benefits to the tax account of the regular e m ­ 
ployer, r a 'h e r than the te m p o ra ry em ployer. 


ABUSE. U n d er present Missouri Iavv, an em ployer is sty ­ 
mied in developing stand ard policy for laving off pregnant e m ­ 
ployees w ithout risking charges against his unem ploym ent tax 
account. It h a s been ruled that the ability of a pregnant e m ­ 
ployee to w o rk m u st be judged on an individual basis. P ay ing 
of benefit* to preg n an t applicants is an o th er case of making u n ­ 
em ploym ent benefits into health insurance. 


COR R EC TIO N : T here should 
be a 
definite PREGNANCY 
provision so th at an em ployer can treat all employees alike in 
lay offs resulting from p ieg nan cy 
w ithout 
risking 
charges 
against his unem plo ym en t tax account if the lay off occurs 
w ithin three m onths before the date of expected birth. 


ABUSE: D ISC H A R G E for misconduct connected w ith his job 
disqualifies an applicant for un em p lo y m en t benefits. But, if 
the e m p l o v e r SU SPEN D S the errant em ployee as a disciplinary 
m easu re instead of discharging him, th e em ployer’s tax ac­ 
count m ay th en be charged with u n em ploy m ent benefits. 


CORRECTION: “ SU S P E N S IO N " for m isconduct should dis- 
qualifv for u nem p lo ym ent benefits just as DISCHARGE for 
misconduct does. 


ABUSE: W hen an u nem ploym ent benefit case is appealed to 
th e courts from the adm inistrativ e agencies, the courts are not 
privileged to determ ine the facts of the case for themselves, but 
in most instances th e courts m ust rely on the factual record as 
compiled by th e appeals referee, 


CORRECTIO N: Courts should be p erm itted to consider ALT, 
facts in each case instead of being lim ited to the factual record 
compiled by the appeals referee. (This is know n as trial DF 
N O V O ). This will not delay pay m en t of benefits following two 
ad m in istrativ e decisions in favor of the applicant. 


ABUSE: E m ployers arc now notified w hen a form er employee 
whose u nem p lo ym ent benefits m ay be charged to their tax ac­ 
count. applies for benefits. But, the em ploy er is not notified 
until after the q u a rte r ends how m uch in unem ploym ent b ene­ 
fits chargeable to the em ployer’s account the employee draw s. 


COR R EC TIO N : Em ployers should be Im m ediately and con­ 
t i n u o u s l y notified w hen u nem p lo ym ent benefits 
are 
being 
charged to th eir tax accounts. Also, em ployers should be per­ 
mitted to req u est notification in case of RENEW ED unem ploy­ 
m ent benefits CLAIM S. T his will encourage em ployers to give 
w ork to form er em ployees to keep benefits from being charged 
to th eir tax accounts and help elim inate chiselers. 


ABUSE: T h e Missouri E xperience R ating tax system is now 
being un derm in ed by not charging m an y unem ploym ent ben e­ 
fits to particular em ployers’ tax accounts but ra th e r m aking 
em plovers as a group pay for those benefits. But. information 
is not available to determ in e to w hat ex ten t Experience Rating 
is being jeopardized. 


CORRECTIO N: T h e Division of E m ploy m ent Security should 
be required b y Missouri law to publish an nu ally a report on the 
ex ten t to w hich u nem ploy m ent benefits are not being charged 
to specific em p lo yers’ tax accounts, but ra th e r are chaigcd to 
a pooled account w hich is financed by all employers. 


ABUSE: U nd er present law, an em p loy er w ho is paying the 
m ax im u m u nem ploy m ent tax could sign a supplem ental u n em ­ 
ploym ent benefit contract and im m ediately start passing m uch 
of his ben efit cost on to o th er em ployers. W hile so far as is 
know n no M issouri em ployer w h o has th u s far signed a SUB 
contract is at or near the m ax im u m ta x rate, there is nothing 
in the law as it is being in te rp re te d to p re v en t employers with 
m ax im u m ta x rates from signing such contracts. In fact, they 
a re u n d e r great tem p tation to do so because they can m ake 
other em p loy ers *pay m uch of the additional cost. 


CORRECTIO N: Each em ployer should pay his fair share of 
the taxes in proportion to the unem ploym ent that results from 
his layoffs. By revising M issouri’s m axim um tax rate to more 
nearly do this, only a few em ployers w ill be adversely affected 
and the system w ill be greatly strengthened. Tn fact, this will 
save M issouri’s E xperience R ating lax system from the serious 
threat now posed by su p plem ental unem ploym ent benefit con 
tracts. E xperience Rating is now sa* ing Missouri employers 
over $30-inillion a year.

EYEWITNESS OF A TRAGEDY 


(This heartfelt plea for immediate aid to Hun­ 
garian refugee* w ai aent by a Vienna resident 
to his American cousin, who turned it over to 
CARE.) 


This is an SO.S. in the unbearable and indescribable n.Leiy 
which surrounds me. You might have read in the paper', that 
until today 100.000 homeless have passed ihe border and enter­ 
ed this country; w ith them thousands of children. During the last 
five nights 1 have gone with my cai to the border to help these 
people. 
From S o'clock in Mie evening until 6 o’clock in the morning 
together with friends, we have helped. In ice cold weather (20 
be low zero) under sweeping winds, groups of people, frighten­ 
ed. chased, wounded, exhausted, carrying babies in their arms, 
and wounded on their backs, drenched by waters of a stream 
they have to cross, with their feet wrapped in bundles fas they 
have no shoes) reach the Austrian border after exhausting 
marches of 10 to 20 miles. They arrive on Austrian soil and 
don’t know where they are; so. frozen nearly to death, shivering 
vviih fear and cold, lying over their kids to keep them warm, 
they hide in bushes like trapped game. From the border, pro­ 
vided they know where they are. they have to walk ten miles 
to reach a house. 
So, wc go to the border, right at the Curtain, bring our cars 
over the frozen marshes, and scan the bushes to find them 
there. We load them in our cars and rush them to the first sta­ 
tion; the wounded to the first hospital .10 miles away (I had in 
my car five wounded, one of whom died in the car). Of course, 
the women and children get our first attention. A pregnant 
mother was wounded by a bullet when still on the other side; 
tinder 20 below zero she gave birth to a child in the fields; we 
could not help her until we managed to get a group of young 
Austrian» to infiltrate the border and bring her on the safe 
side—six hours passed and when the mother was saved, the 
baby was still alive. Such stories I can tell you by the dozen-: 
they aie all part of an indescribable tragedy. 
We need help, more help, for the women and children. Chil­ 
dren who, day* after their escape, shiver like a rattlesnake, who 
bear in their eyes the terrors of endless walks in Ice cold w ea­ 
ther. of exhaustion, cold, hunger, fear.

Unemployment benefit* are meant to be paid only to those 
persons who uant and are able to work but are unemployed, as 
the Missouri law puts it, “throtlgh no fault of their own." The 
Missouri law will m oie nearly carry out this basic purpose if 
certain abuses are corrected. 


A program to help eliminate these "abuses" has been worked 
out by the Missouri State Chamber of Commerce, in coopera­ 
tion with other interested organizations. This program has an 
excellent chance of gainrng acceptance rn the 1957 General As­ 
sembly if it receives solid support of Missouri Business, which 
pays the lull bill for unemployment compensation. I1 is designed, 
as you will see, to correct virtually all the ills in the present 
law' with which 
b u s i n e s s has complaints. 


Program For Correcting Abuse* In The 
Missouri Unemployment Benefit Law 
ABUSE: "Loafers* and others who have not demonstrated in­ 
terest in finding work can, under the present law, qualify for 
Missouri JJnemployment "Rocking Chair" Benefits. State law 
now requires employment in only tw'O calendar quarters. This 
requirem ent can be satisfied by very little employment at the 
end of one and the beginning of another quarter. 


CORRECTION: Require an applicant to demonstrate a GEN­ 
UINE attachment to the labor force by having earned not less 
than $500 and worked not less than 20 weeks in his unemploy­ 
ment benefit ba^e period before he is entitled to benefits. 


ABUSE: U dder p i< sent law, when an employee quits one job 
to take a higher paying one and liter, through a lay off on the 
highei paying job, qualifies for unemployment benefits, the 
beneiits may be charged to the tax accounts of the employer 
he originally quit, 


CORRECTION: When an employee quits for a BETTER PAY­ 
ING JOB. the employer quit should not be charged with unem­ 
ployment benefits — rather, the lart employer who laid off 
the employee should be charged. 


ABUSE: Benefit applicants now ran meet the requirement 
for "actively seeking w ork” by seeking it "actively" at loca­ 
tions where they know there is no W'ork or where they know 
they v ill not he hired. 


CORRECTION: An applicant fot benefits should be required 
to “earnestly" as well as actively s<u k work. While the word 
“earnestly** is -ubje<t to arbitrary definition, as is "actively," 
its use would strengthen the c u n e n t law. 


ABUSE: Under certain circumstances, unemployment bene­ 
fits now are pair) when an applicant leaves hi« work because of 
a non-oecupationa! disability or for other reasons not attribut­ 
able to ’he employer. The unemployment benefit program thus 
becomes something if was not intended to be—health insurance 
—which is b est handled in other ways. 


CORRECTION: Unenr oloyment benefits should not be paid 
when the applicant leaves h i' work because of non-oecupational 
disoh.hu or when he leaves his work without good cause at­ 
tributable to the employer, 


ABUSE: If an emplover hires a person temporarily laid off 
from a regular job and the emplovee later is reeailed to his reg­ 
ular job, the tem porary employer may later be charged with 
that employee’* benefits. 


CORRECTION: Employers should be encouraged to GIVE 
JOBS TO WORKERS whiie they are TEMPORARILY LAID 
OFF by charging benefits to the tax account of the regular em ­ 
ployer. rather than the tem porary employer. 


ABUSE: Under present Missouri law. an employer is sty­ 
mied in developing standard policy for laying off pregnant em ­ 


p l o y e r s without risking charges against his unemployment tax 
account. It has been ruled that the ability of a pregnant em ­ 


p l o y e e to work m u st be judged on an individual basis. Paying 
of benefits to pregnant applicants is another case of making un­ 
employment benefits into health insurance. 


CORRECTION 
There should be a definite PREGNANCY 
provision so that an employer can trea ’ all employees alike in 
lay offs resulting from pregnancy 
without 
risking 
charges 
against his unemployment tax account if the lay off occurs 
within three months before the date of expected birth. 


ABUSE: DISCHARGE for misconduct connected with his job 
disqualifies an applicant for unemployment benefits. But, if 
the emplover SUSPENDS the errant employee as a disciplinary 
measure instead of discharging him. the employer’s tax ac­ 
count may then be charged with unemployment benefits. 


CORRECTION: "SUSPENSION" for misconduct should dis­ 
qualify for unemployment benefits just as DISCHARGE for 
misconduct does. 


ABUSE: When an unemployment benefit case is appealed to 
the courts from the administrative agencies, the courts are not 
priv ileged to determine the facts of the case for themselves, but 
in most instances the courts must rely on the factual record as 
compiled by the appeals referee. 


CORRECTION: Courts should be permitted to consider ALL 
facts in each case instead of being limited to the factual record 
compiled by the appeals referee. (This is known as trial DP 
NOVO). This will not delay payment of benefits following two 
administrative decisions in favor of the applicant. 


ABUSE: E mployers arc now notified when a former employee 
whose unemployment benefits may be charged to their tax ac­ 
count, applies for beneiits. But. the employer is not notitied 
until after the quarter ends how much in unemployment bene­ 
fits chargeable to the employer's account the employee draws. 


CORRECTION: Employers should be immediately and con­ 
tinuously notified when unemployment benefits 
are 
being 
charged to their tax accounts. Also, employers should be per­ 
mitted to request notification in case of RENEWED unemploy­ 
ment benefits CLAIMS. This will encourage employers to give 
work to former employees to keep benefits from being charged 
to their tax accounts and help eliminate chiselers. 


ABUSE: The Missouri Experience Rating tax system is now 
being undermined by not charging many unemployment bene­ 
fits to particular employers’ tax accounts but rather making 
employers as a group pay for these benefits. But. information 
is not available to determine to what extent Experience Rating 
is beipg jeopardized. 


CORRECTION: The Division of Employment Security should 
be required by Missouri law to publish annually a report on the 
extent to which unem ployment benefits are not being charged 
to specific employers’ tax accounts, but rather are charged to 
a pooled account which is financed by all employers. 


ABUSE: Under present law, an employer who is paying the 
maxim um unemployment tax could sign a supplemental unem­ 
ployment benefit contract and immediately start passing much 
of his benefit cost on to other employers. While so far as is 
known no Missouri employer who has thus far signed a SUB 
contract is al or near the maxim um tax rate, there is nothing 
in the law as it is being interpreted to prevent employers with 
maximum tax rates from signing such contracts. In fact, thcv 
are under great temptation to do so because they can make 
other employers pay much of the additional cost. 


CORRECTION: Each employer should pay his fair share of 
the taxes in proportion to the unemployment that results from 
his layoffs. By revising Missouri’s maximum tax rate to more 
nearly do this, only a few employers will be adversely affected 
and the system will be greatly strengthened. In fact, this will 
ave Missouri’s Experience Rating tax system born the serious 
threat now posed bv supplemental unemployment benefit con 
tracts

Unemployment benefits are m eant to be paid only to those 
persons who w ant and are able to work but are unem ployed, as 
the M issouri law puts it, “ through no fault of th eir ow n." The 
M issouri law will m ore nearly carry out this basic purpose if 
certain abuses are corrected. 


A program to help elim inate these “abuses” has been worked 
out by the Missouri S tate C ham ber of Com m erce, in coopera­ 
tion w ith other interested organizations. This program has an 
excellent chance of gaining acceptance in the 1957 G eneral As­ 
sem bly if it receives solid support of M issouri B usiness, which 
pays the full bill for unem ploym ent com pensation. It is designed. 
as you w ill see, lo correct virtually all the ills in the present 
law w ith which business has com plaints. 


Program For Correcting Abuses In The 
Missouri Coemployment Benefit Law 
ABUSE: “lo a fe rs” and others w'ho have not dem onstrated in­ 
terest in finding w ork can, under the present law, qualify for 
M issouri U nem ploym ent “Rocking C hair” Benefits. State law 
now' requires em ploym ent in only two calendar q u arters. This 
requirem ent can be satisfied by very little em ploym ent at the 
end of one and the beginning of another quarter. 


CORRECTION: Require an applicant to dem onstrate a GEN­ 
UINE attachm ent to the labor force by having earned not less 
than *500 and w orked not less than 20 weeks in his unem ploy­ 
m ent benefit base period before he is entitled to benefits. 


ABUSE: U nder present law. w hen an em ployee quits one job 
to take a higher paying one and later, through a lay off on the 
higher paying job, qualifies for unem ploym ent benefits, the 
benefits may be chai gee! to the tax account* of the em ployer 
he originally quit. 


CORRECTION: W hen an em ployee quit* for a BETTER PAY­ 
ING JOB, the em ployer quit should not be charged w ith unem ­ 
ploym ent benefits — rather, the last em ployer w ho laid off 
th e em ployee should be charged. 


ABUSE: Benefit applicants now can meet the require rn era 
for “actively seeking w ork” by seeking it “actively” at loca­ 
tions w here thev know' there is no work or w here they know 
they w ill not be hired. 


CORRECTION: An applicant for benefit* should be required 
to “earnestly” as well as actively seek work. W hile the word 
“earnestly” is subject to a ib itra ry definition, as is “actively.” 
its use would strengthen th e current law-. 


ABUSE: U nder certain circum stances, unem ploym ent bene­ 
fits now' are paid w hen an applicant leaves his w ork because of 
a non-occupational disability or for other reasons not attribut­ 
able to the em ployer. The unem ploym ent benefit program thus 
becomes som ething it w as not intended to be—health insurance 
—which is best handled in other ways. 


CORRECTION: U nem ploym ent benefits should not be paid 
when the applicant leaves his w ork because of non-occupationa! 
disability or when he leaves his work w ithout good cause at­ 
tributable to the em ployer. 


ABUSE: lf an em ployer hires a person tem porarily laid off 
from a regular job and the em ployee later 4* recalled to his reg­ 
ular job. the tem porary em ployer may later be charged with 
that em ployee's benefits. 


CORRECTION: Em ployer* should be encouraged to GIVE 
JOBS TO WORKERS w hile thev are TEM PORARILY LAID 
OEF by charging benefits to the tax account of the regular em ­ 
ployer. rath er than the tem porary em ployer. 


ABUSE: U nder present M issouri law. an em ployer Is sty­ 
mied in developing standard policy for laying off pregnant em ­ 
ployees w ithout risking charges against his unem ploym ent tax 
account. It has been ruled that the ability of a pregnant em ­ 
ployee to work m ust be judged on an individual basis. Paying 
of benefits to pregnant applicants is another case of m aking un­ 
em ploym ent benefits into health insurance. 


CORRECTION: T here should be a definite PREGNANCY 
provision so that an em ployer can treat ail em ployees alike in 
lay offs resulting from pregnancy 
without 
risking 
charges 
against hts unem ploym ent tax account lf the lay off occurs 
w ithin three months before the dale of expected birth. 


ABUSE: DISCHARGE for misconduct connected w’ith his job 
disqualifies an applicant for unem ploym ent benefits. But, if 
the em ployer SUSPENDS the erran t em oloyee as a disciplinary 
m easure instead of discharging him , the em ployer's tax ac­ 
count m ay then be charged with unem ploym ent benefits. 


CORRECTION: “ SUSPENSION” for m isconduct should dis­ 
qualify for unem ploym ent benefits just as DISCHARGE for 
m isconduct doe*. 
* 


ABUSE: When an unem ploym ent benefit case i* appealed to 
the courts from th e adm inistrative agencies, the courts are not 
privileged to determ ine the facts of the case for them selves, but 
in most instances the courts m ust rely on the factual record as 
com piled by the appeals referee, 


CORRECTION: C ourts should be perm itted to consider ALL 
facts in each case instead of being lim ited to the factual record 
com piled by the appeals referee 
(This is know n as trial DE 
NOVO), This w ill not delay paym ent of benefits following two 
adm inistrative decisions in favor of the applicant. 


ABUSE: Em ployers are now' notified w'hen a form er employee 
w hose unem ploym ent benefits m ay be charged to th eir tax ac­ 
count. applies for benefits. B ut, the em ployer Is not notified 
until after the q u arter ends how much in unem ploym ent bene­ 
fits chargeable to the em ployer’s account the em ployee draw s. 


CORRECTION: Em ployers should be im m ediately and con­ 
tinuously notified when unem ploym ent benefits 
are 
being 
charged to their tax accounts. Also, em ployers should be per­ 
m itted to request notification in case of RENEW ED unem ploy­ 
m ent benefits CLAIMS. This will encourage em ployers to give 
work to form er em ployees to keep benefits from being charged 
to their tax accounts and help elim inate chiselers. 


ABUSE: The M issouri Experience Rating tax system is now 
being underm ined by not charging many unem ploym ent bene­ 
fits to particular employers* tax accounts but rath e r m aking 
em ployers as a group pay for these benefits. But. inform ation 
is not available to determ ine to w hal extent E xperience Rating 
is bel fig jeopardized. 


CORRECTION: The Division of Em ploym ent Security should 
be required by M issouri law to publish annually a report on the 
extent to which unem ploym ent benefits arc not being charged 
to specific employers* tax accounts, but rather are charged to 
a pooled account which is financed by all em ployers. 


ABUSE: Under present law, an em ployer w ho is paying the 
m axim um unem ploym ent tax could sign a supplem ental unem ­ 
ploym ent benefit contract and im m ediately start passing much 
of his benefit cost on to other em ployers. W hile so far as is 
known no M issouri em ployer who has thus far signed a SUB 
contract is at or near the m axim um tax rate, there is nothing 
in the law as it is being interpreted to prevent em ployers with 
m axim um tax rates from signing such contracts. In fact, they 
are under great tem ptation to do so because they can make 
other em ployers Y>a.v m uch of the additional cost. 


CORRECTION: Each em ployer should pay his fair share of 
the taxes in proportion to the unem ploym ent th a t results from 
his layoffs. By revising M issouri’s m axim um tax rate to more 
nearly do this, only a few em ployers will be adversely affected 
and the system w ill be greatly strengthened. In fact, this will 
save M issouri’s Experience R ating tax system from the serious 
threat now posed by supplem ental unem ploym ent benefit con 
tracts. Experience Rating is now Ka1 ing M issouri employers 
over $30-inillton a year

Our Revolution, he goes on, 
was a success—it brought about 
the Constitution with its m arvel­ 
ous system of checks and balances, 
all designed to protect individual 
liberty. The French Revolution, on 
j the other hand. was a failure, in 
I that it led to a reign of terror, the 
1 destruction of personal liberty, and 
j the Napoleonic dictatorship. 
This confusion as to the motives 
and results of the two revolutions 
had. in Mr. Wittmer’s view, an 
I ominous consequence: 
"In

EYEWITNESS OF A TRAGEDY 


(This heartfelt plea for immediate aid to Hun­ 
garian refugees was sent by a Vienna resident 
to his American enusln. who turned It over to 
CARE.) 


This is an S.O.S. in the unbearable and indescribable miseiy 
which surrounds me. You might have read in the papers that 
until today 100.000 homeless have passed the border and enter­ 
ed this country: with them thousands of children. During the last 
live nights I have gone with my rai fo the border to help these 
people. 
From 5 o’clock in ’he evening until 6 o’clock in the morning 
together with friends, we have helped. In ice cold weather (20 
below zeroi under sweeping winds, groups of people, frighten­ 
ed. chased, wounded, exhausted, carrying babies in their arms, 
and wounded on their backs, drenched by waters of a stream 
they have to cross, with their feet wrapped in bundles (at they 
have no shoes) reach the Austrian border after exhausting 
marches of 10 to 20 miles. They arrive on Austrian soil and 
don't know where they are: so. frozen nearly to death, shivering 
with fear and cold, lying over their kids to keep them warm, 
they hide in bushes like trapped game. From the border, pro­ 
vided they know where they are, they have to walk ten miles 
to reach a house. 
So, v.'c go to the border, right at the Curtain, bring our cars 
over the frozen marshes, and scan the bushes to find them 
there We load them in our ears and rush them to the first sta­ 
tion; the wounded to the first hospital 30 miles away (I had in 
my car five wounded, one of whom died in the car). Of course, 
the women and children get our first attention. A pregnant 
mother was wounded by a bullet when still on the other side: 
under 20 below zero she gave birth to a child in the fields; we 
could not help her until we managed to get a group of young 
Austrian* to infiltrate the border and bring her on the safe 
side— *ix hours passed and when the mother was saved, the 
baby was still alive. Such stories I can tell you by the dozen*; 
they are all part of an indescribable tragedy. 
We need help, more help, for the women and children. C hil­ 
dren who, days after their escape, shiver like a rattlesnake, who 
bear in their eyes the terrors of endless walks in ice cold wea­ 
ther. of exhaustion, cold, hunger, fear.

EYEWITNESS OF A TRAGEDY 


( This heartfelt plea for immediate aid to Hun- 
tartan refugees was aent by a Vienna resident 
to his American cousin, who turned it over to 
CARE.) 


This is an S.O.S. in the unbearable and indescribable tty I aery 
which surround* me You might have read in the papers that 
until today 100.000 homeless have passed the border and enter­ 
ed this country; W ith them thousand* of children During the last 
five night* I have gone with my ear lo the border to help these 
people. 
From A o’clock in the evening until 6 o’clock in the morning 
together with friends, we have helped. In Ice cold weather (20 
below zero) under sweeping winds, groups of people, frighten­ 
ed. chased, wounded, exhausted, carrying babies in their arm*, 
and wounded on their back*, drenched by waters of a stream 
they have to cross, with their feet wrapped in bundles (as they 
have no shoes) reach the Austrian border after exhausting 
marches of IO to 20 miles. They arrive on Austrian soil and 
don’t know where they are: so, frozen nearly to death, shivering 
with fear and cold, lying over their kids lo keep them warm, 
they hide in bushes like trapped game. From the border, pro­ 
vided they know where they are, they have to walk ten miles 
to reach a house. 
So, we go to the border, right at the Curtain, bring our cars 
over the frozen marshes, and scan the bushes to find them 
there We load them in our cars and rush them to the first sta­ 
tion; the wounded to the first hospital SO mile* away (I had in 
my car five wounded, one of whom died in the car). Of course, 
the women and children get our first attention. A pregnant 
mother wa* wounded by a bullet when still on the other side; 
under 20 below zero she gave birth to a child in the fields; we 
could not help her until we managed to get a group of young 
Austrian* to infiltrate the border and bring her on the safe 
side—six hour* passed and when the mother wa* saved, the 
baby wa* still alive.
